sinslo standard of monetary value, and 
they want that uUndari] to be g.ild. The 
president belongs to that party, so does 
Iho secretary ot tho treasury, und also a 
lorge mnjonty ot tbo republicans in oon- 
emi?,' na well no tbo national banks 
tbi-oiiguont the country.

well as gold. This party wants tho coin- 
ago of twenty-four millions a year to go 
on unrestricted and to pubh these mil- 
lions out ot tho Washington vaults and 
scatter tbem among tbo banks and thus 
force tbem among tho people. 
Belong- 


ing to this party is a majority ot tbo 
congressmen representing tho west and 
the south, and also tbo men wbo repre- 
sent the silver mines of tbe far west. 
Tbo silver theory is u very plausible one, 
ana therefore it takes well among tbe 
people. There .is nothing, in 
financial 


matters, tuftt sounds better tbau tbe cry 
oC unrestricted coinage of Mlver dollars. 
Whothor the people get them or not, thoy 
like to have tho mints virtually uutram- 
moled in turning out silver coins.

The moat remarkable and interesting 


feature of tho developemont ot toraDdoes,
